The military assembled at 9 o'clock, and 
were posted on the fleld leading to the place of 
execution, and also at various points, as laid 
down in the general orders. 

Everything was conducted under the strictest 
military discipline, as if the town was in a 
state of siege. 

Mounted scouts were stationed in the woods 
to the left of the seaffold, and picket guards 
were stationed out towards the Shenandoah 
mountains, in the rear. 

The military on the field formed two hollow 
squares. Within the inner one was the seaf- 
fold, and between the inner and outer lines | 
citizens were admitted—no one being allowed 
outside of the lines except the mounted 
guards. 

At 11 o'clock the prisoner was brought out | 
of the jail, accompanied by Sheriff Campbell 
and assistants, rs Capt. Avis, the jailor, A 
small wagon, containing a white pine coffin, 
was driven up, on which they took a seat. 

Six companies of infantry, a rifle company, a 
company of horse, and the General and his | 
staff, (numbering 25 officers) headed the pro- 
ceasion, and marched toward the place of exe- 
cution. 

Brown was accompanied by no minister, and 
desired no religious ceremonies either in the 
jail or on the seaffold. He looked calmly 
around on the people, and was fully possessed 
during the trying oceasion. He mounted the 
seaffold with a firm step. His arms were 
pinioued by the sheriff. He bid farewell to 
Captain Avis and Sheriff Campbell. At a quar 
ter past eleven o'clock the drop of the scaffold 
was pulled, and after a few slight struggles 
John Brown yielded up his spirit. 

The body was placed in a coffin, and is now 
on its way to Harper's Ferry, to be delivered to | 
the wife. under a strong military escort.

Cuartestows, Dec. 2.—The interview be 
tween Brown and his wife lasted from 4o'clock 
in the afternoon until near & o'clock in the 
evening, When Gen. Taliaferro informed them 
that the period allowed them had elapsed, and | 
that Mrs. Brown must prepare for her depar- | 
ture to Harper's Ferry. The carriage was again 
brought to the door, the military took posses 
sion of the square, and with an escort of twenty 
mounted men the cortege moved off, Captain 
Moore, of the Montgomery Guards, accompany 
ing her, The interview was, | learn, not a very 
affecting one, being rather of a practical cha 
racter, with regard to the future of herself and 
children, and the errangement and settlement 
of business affairs. They seemed considerably 
affected when they first met, and Mrs. Brown 
was fora % 
was firm as a rock, and she soon recovered her 
composure. There was an impression that the 
prisoner might possibly be furnished with a 
Weapon, or with strychnine by the wife, and 
before the interview her person was searched 
by the wife of the jailor, and a striet watch 
kept over them during the time they were to 
gether. 

At the time of the separation they seemed to 
be fully self-possessed, and the parting, espe 
cially on his part, exhibited a « omposure, either j 
feigned or real, that was truly surprising. | 
Mrs. Brown, however, | learn, rather re 
pelled all attempts to express sympathy with 
her under her afflictions. She resented the 
idea that Capt. Brown had done anything to 
deserve death, or to attach his name with dis 
honor by the ignominious punishment that was | 
ibout to be intheted Upol him. She regarded | 
him as a martyr in a righteous cause, and was 
proud to be the wife of such 9 man—that the | 
gallows had no terror to her orto him. She | 
‘tated that she had not seen him since last 
June, about six months age, and that they had 
been separated, except fora few days, for nearly 
two years. They had, however, corresponded 
and she always felt a deep interest in the cause 








b which he was engaged. 

The character of the interview between them 
may be judged to some extent from the con 
Fersation with Capt. Moore previous to the in 
terview.

The prisoner said that he contemplated his 
death with composure and calmness. It would 
undoubtedly be pleasant to live longer, but as 
it was the will of God heshould close his career, 
he was content. Mrs. Brown becoming de 
pressed at these remarks, he bade her cheer up, 
and told her his body woald soon be with her, 
and that they would be anited again in heaven. 

With regard to his execution, he said he de 
sired no religious ceremonies, either in the jail 
or on the scaffold, from ministers who approved 
of slavery; that he would prefer to be accom 


' panied on the seaffold by a dozen slave chil 


dren and a good eld slave mother, with their 
Dlessings on his seul, than all the eloquence of 
the whole clergy of the commonwealth com 
bined. 

During the past week several letters contain- 
ing checks and drafts had been forwarded to 
him by his friends in different sections of the 
country All of these he endorsed and ordered 
payable to his wife, Mary A. Brown, (one of 
them was for #100 and another for 50), and 
then handed them to her. 


Tae Execution. 


The prisoner was brought out of jail at 11 
| o'clock, 


Before leaving he bid adieu to all his 
fellow prisoners, and was very affectionate to 
all except Cook. He charged Cook with ha 
ving deceived and misled him in relation to 
the support he was to receive from the slaves. 
He was led to believe that they were ripe for 
insurrection, and had found that his represen 
tation was false. Cook denied the charge, and 
made but little reply. 

The prisoner then told the Sheriff that he 
was ready. His arms were then pinioned, and 
with a black slouch hat and the same clothes 
1 wore during the trial, proceeded to the 
door, apparently calm and cheerful. As he
